Diuretics reduce renal clearance of lithium and increase the

Adverse Reactions: Muscle cramps. weakness, dizziness 
headache, dry mouth. anaphylaxis, rash, urticaria, photosensi- 
tivity, purpura, other dermatological conditions; nausea and 
vomiting, diarrhea, Constipation, other gastrointestinal distur 
bances. Necrotizing vasculitis, paresthesias, icterus, pancrea 
titis, xanthopsia and, rarely, allergic pneumonitis have occurred 
with thiazides alone. Triamterene has been found in renal 
stones in association with other usual calculus components 
Rare incidents of acute interstitial nephritis and of impotence 
have been reported with the use of ‘Dyazide’, although a causal 
relationship has not been established
